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HE. success of the citizens’ group in 
x gathering sufficient names for a 
liquor plebiscite vote in Victoria City 
seems to assure for them a poll on the 
kind of outlets desired by the majority of 
citizens. Such a vote should at least 
clarify the ‘situation in view of certain 
doubts expressed concerning one or other 
of the different types of license which the 
new law allows. It has been argued. that 
the-original plebiscite on liquor reform, 
taken jt-avill be rémembered in 1952, did 
hot give the voter a chance to express a 
particular preference but instead only a 
blanket affirmative. This is the theme 
dwelt on by canvassers for the petition 
and may be what has enabled them to 
secure the requisite number of signatures. 

For a city the size of Victoria it seems 
apparent that all four type of outlets are 
required if the needs of the community 
are to-he met and a fair deal given to all 
claStes of consumer Discrimination 
would oecur-and some of ‘the evils of the 
old liquor system retained if this were not 
so. Citizens should not vote merely to 
secure selfishly the outlet that suits them 
individually and be totally inconsiderate 
of all—others Properly regulated all 
of the various types of licenses recom- 
mended by the Stevens commission for 


a major city, and in a report widely 
acclaimed for its sanity and good judg- 
ment,_are the democratic criterion, 

In any case ‘the law as it stands 
assures against too Many outlets of_any 
one kind-in-a-given area, Variety nol 
numbers is the key to the whole new plan 
aimed at improving the drinking habits of 
the province, by providing different kinds 
of establishments to suit the needs of a 
given community. There is not the slight- 
est doubt that if alcoholic beverages are 
to be sold and consumed in Victoria, and 
the affirmative-1952 plebiscite made clear 
that this was the wish of the majority 
of electors, then such sale and consump- 
tion should be regulated ina manner fair 
to-alt No so-called -social distinctions 
should be drawn. 

Fears. have béen expressed that the 
zeal of the drys, as evidenced by the suc- 
cess of the current petition, might undo 
the expressed 1952 wish of the com- 
munity. The responsibility therefore rests 
on the wets, if so they may be termed, 
to organize their vote with equal enthu- 
siasm if their cause is not to go by 
default Liquor—reform--will not be 
effected in this city if there is a return 
to-prohibition or a one-sided. restriction 
of outlet 


Britain Triumphs Again 


ie appearance, comfort, speed, chassis 
construction, safety devices and a host 
of other accessory aspects, the modern 
automobile is a vastly different machine 
from the first stuttering monster before 
which early laws required a watchman to 
proceed waving a red flag. Yet funda- 
mentally its motive power is the same 
as it was more than half a century ago. 
It has more cylinders, its power has been 
multiplied a hundredfold, and its perform- 
ance is beyond anything the motorists of 
the goggles-and-duster era ever dreamed 
of. For all that, its piston-and-crankshaft 
encine still operates on precisely the same 
principle as the first internal combustion 
engine invented last century. Most of all, 
despite improvement, it. still 
wastes more than it produces from the 
fuel's potential power 

It is these facts, largely overlooked in 
contemplation of the “marvels” of the 
new models which the industry places on 
the market each year, which intensify 
interest in an announcement from Great 
Britain this week. A report from London 
states that one of Britain's oldest-estab- 
lished car manufactifers has passed from 
the experimental to the commercial pro-

duction stage with a revolutionary model 
driven by means of a gas turbine, which 
may be ready for display at this year's 
London motor show. If the report is 
correct and a turbine-driven car is indeed 
soon to be placed in the hands: of the 
public, the word revolutionary is no 
exaggeration. 

This method of propulsion, making for 
greatly increased power accompanied by 
important economy in the use of fuel, has 
been in successful use in aircraft for 
several years. Application to land 
vehicles, however, has been fraught with 
difficulties, chiefly due to the intense heat 
expelled through the exhaust. The Brit- 
ish company, it is said, now has succeeded 
in overcoming these difficulties, which so 
far have baffled the automobile industry's 
engineers of all other countries. 

British ingenuity and construction 
techniques, which pioneered and still lead 
the world in jet propulsion aloft, thus 
appear to have scored another engineer- 
ing triumph., Whether today’s motorists, 
with their bad record in the types of
